Eight women were fined, but they 
refused to pay the fine and were sent 
to prison for terms ranging from two 
weeks to a month. 
Most of the wo­ 
men engaged in the disturbances were 
from Glasgow, Manchester, Birming­ 
ham and elsewhere in the provinces. 
With the exception of Mrs. Despard, 
those prominent in the suffrage move­ 
ment held themselves aloof, but as it 
is the expressed intention of the wo­ 
men to continue their campaign with­ 
out intermission, the leaders are like­ 
ly to be heard from at any moment.

SPEEDY ACTION IS DESIRED 


TORCH OF TERRIFIC HEAT. 


New invention Pierces Twelve Inch 
Steel and Welds Aluminium. 
A torch operated by oxygen and 
acetylene, radiating a beat of 6,300 
degrees, said to be the most terrific 
known to science, lias been invented 
at Cleveland, O., by John Harris, 
By means of this torch it is possible, 
it is declared, to weld aluminium, 
heretofore regarded as an impossibil­ 
ity. 
The torch makes a flame that 
will cut through two inches of solid 
steel in less than one minute and 
pierce a twelve Inch piece of the hard­ 
est steel in less than ten minutes,

would take a saw almost twenty hours 
to «1«) this 'work. 
“The uses of the new torch arc man­ 
ifold," said Harris the other day, "be­ 
cause it opens a heretofore Impossible 
field in brazing and welding.

The torch will cut 
through any known metal, and in 
wrecking work it will cut into mova­ 
ble pieces within a few hours ma­ 
chinery that would require months to 
dismantle in the old way."

Indianapolis, Feb. IS.—Demand for 
the immediate creation by congress of 
a permanent tariff commission was 
voiced in resolutions adopted by the 
tariff commission conference conven 
tlon. 
To dispel any idea that delay 
in tariff revision is sought, and that 
the purpose of the gathering was to 
delay action on the pending tariff by 
congress, a provision was added urg 
leg that congress during its special 
session shall prepare and adopt a re­ 
vised tariff to the best of its iibillty 
under pr«‘sent conditions. 
V’hlle the adoption of the resolu 
tlons v. as the subject of a heated d« • 
bate, the arguments seamed based 
upon misunderstanding of the com­ 
mittee’s report rather than radical 
differences of opinion and at the end 
practically the original report wa* 
a«lopted. 
The resolutions as adopted are: 
"We demand from congress for the 
equal benefit of all classes of the peo­ 
ple and In the name of all American 
industry, of farm, factory, labor ami 
commerce, represented in the national 
tariff commission convention held at 
Indianapolis, consisting of delegates 
from forty-two states and represent­ 
ing 222 agricultural, civic, commercial 
and industrial bodies, the immediate 
creation of a permanent tariff com­ 
mission, for the following purposes 
and ends, through congressional ac­ 
tion: 
"First—The collecting and intelli­ 
gent, thorough and unprejudiced study 
of tariff facts.

Harry Vincent Radford, the explor­ 
er, recently left New York for Mont­ 
real, the start of a 0,000 mile trip 
through northw est Canada in an ef­ 
fort to locate the rare wood bison. 
Before starting Mr. Radford said: 
“There are numerous obstacles to 
be overcome in this undertaking, but 
I am used to hardships. 
I shall take 
only one sledge and eight dogs with 
me, and my emergency rations will be 
limited to malted 
milk and 
sw eet 
chocolate. 
For the rest I shall trust 
to the gam e and fish of the country 
for support. 
The American Bison so­ 
ciety has appropriated a sum for a re­ 
port of my trip, and I have secured 
contracts with several magazines for 
articles. 
Archbishop Farley has given 
me his special blessing and letters to 
Canadian 
missionaries. 
From 
Ed­ 
monton, the most northern railroad 
point in America, I shall traver by 
snowshoe to Nome, Alaska, and be­ 
tween these points I expect to find the 
long sought wood bison.” 


TORCH OF TERRIFIC HEAT, 


Nsw Invention 
Piercss T w slvs Inch 
Stsel and Welds Aluminium. 
A torch operated by oxygen and 
acetylene, radiating a heat of 6,300 
degrees, said to be the m ost terrific 
known to science, has been invented 
at Cleveland, O., by John Harris. 
By means of this torch it is possible, 
it is declared, to weld aluminium, 
heretofore regarded as an im possibil­ 
ity. 
The torch makes a flame that 
will cut through two inches of solid 
steel in less than one minute and 
pierce a tw elve inch piece of the hard­ 
est steel in less than ten minutes. 
It 
would take a saw almost tw enty hours 
to do t lids 'work. 
“The uses of the new torch are man­ 
ifold,” said Harris the other day, “be­ 
cause it opens a heretofore impossible 
field in brazing and welding. 
In dis­ 
mantling old machinery it will demon­ 
strate its worth. 
The torch will cut 
through 
any 
known 
metal, and in 
wrecking work it will cut into mova­ 
ble pieces within a few hours ma­ 
chinery that would require months to 
dism antle in the old way.”

Universal Conservation Congress. 
A fter the opening of the session. 
President 
Roosevelt 
expressed 
the 
hope to Secretary of State Bacon .that 
a universal conservation congress, in 
which all nations shall be invited to 
participate, should become a reality 
in the not distant future. 
Secretary 
Bacon and Chief Forester Pinchot and 
other government officials interested 
in the problem of the conservation of 
the world’s natural resources also en­ 
tertain a similar hope and it is not un­ 
likely that the president may take 
steps to bring about such a m eeting. 
As showing the necessity for a uni­ 
versal congress to deal with their 
natural resources, officials call atten­ 
tion to a report which has just been 
received by the state departm ent from 
Consul 
General W ynne of London, 
relative to the royal com m ission ap­ 
pointed to inquire into the question of 
a forest station in the United King­ 
dom. 
Experts examined by this com­ 
m ission with reference to the future 
scarcity of timber stated that in less 
than thirty years there would be no 
tim ber available unless the different 
countries of the world set about re­ 
planting 
immediately, 
and 
that 
if 
every country should take it now, the 
regeneration would not be half fast 
enough to keep pace with the con­ 
sumption.

Controversy Over Eligibility of Knox 
as Secretary of State. 
W ashington, Feb. 19.—The contro­ 
versy over the legislative appropria­ 
tion bill, in connection with the much 
discussed question of the salary of the 
secretary of state, involving the eligi­ 
bility of Senator Knox for that office, 
w as settled in the house of represen­ 
tatives when the bill was sent to con­ 
ference and the com m ittee authorized 
to consider the salary provisions as lf 
In disagreement. 
T his gives the com­ 
m ittee power to reduce the pay front 
$12,000 to $8,000, its former figure. 
The Republicans were caught napping 
when a resolution by Mr. Fitzgerald 
w as adopted disagreeing to the sen­ 
ate amendments creating the office of 
under secretary and fourth assistant 
secretary of state. 
The bill codifying and amending the 
penal laws of the United States was 
passed and the fortifications appro­ 
priation bill discussed. 
Vigorous attacks on the house rules 
were made by M essrs. Hubbard and 
Hepburn of Iowa. 
The latter assert­ 
ed that members had betrayed their 
trust and prostrated them selves at 
the feet of the speaker, who, he said, 
had been made a tyrant. 
The bill was 
pending when the 
house took a recess for the day. 


Forest Protsction and Management. 
Conservative management o f timber 
lands is assured for less than one- 
fourth of the United States forested 
areas, the part contained in the na­ 
tional forests and under the adm inis­ 
tration of the United States forest 
service. 
By cutting only the mature 
trees and protecting the new growth 
by keeping out fires the national for­ 
ests w ill be made to yield indefinitely. 
It cannot be expected that this small 
part of the nation’s forests w ill sup­ 
ply the demand for future generations, 
and the one hope in sight is that 
users of wood and lumber m anufac­ 
turers will insure the permanence of 
their business by applying the princi­ 
ples of forestry in the managem ent of 
timber lauds.
